Japan PM seeks united 
line with Obama 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Japan's new conservative 
Prime Minister Shinzo Abe 
on Thursday started a visit to 
the United States in which he 
hopes to show a firm, unified 
line to an assertive China and 
a defiant North Korea. 

Abe holds his first meet¬ 
ing today with President 
Barack Obama at a time of 
growing tensions between 
Japan and China, which is 
seen as challenging Tokyo's 
control over strategic islands, 
and days after a nuclear test 
by Pyongyang. 

Fresh from a convincing 
December election victory 
and with high approval rat¬ 
ings, Abe has taken small 
steps toward a harder Japan¬ 
ese stance including moving 
to step up military spending 
by the officially pacifist state. 

Danny Russel, Obama's 
top advisor on Asia, said that 
the United States wanted a 
diplomatic solution to ease 
tensions but also reiterated a 
veiled warning to China over 
contested islands in the East 
China Sea. 

Obama "remains support¬ 
ive of the peaceful efforts to 


find diplomatic resolution to 
outstanding issues of territo¬ 
rial claims," Russel told re¬ 
porters on a conference call. 

Obama has also "been 
clear in the United States' op¬ 
position to coercive actions 
or unilateral steps that 
threaten the stability of the 
region," he said. 

Russel said that the United 
States wanted to avoid "mis¬ 
calculation" between China 
and Japan, saying that the 
world's second and third 
largest economies were lead¬ 
ing a region that is "the driver 
of growth and dynamism." 

Abe's visit comes one 
month after then secretary of 
state Hillary Clinton stepped 
up the tone, warning Beijing 
not to challenge Japan's con¬ 
trol over the islands known as 
the Senkakus in Japanese and 
the Diaoyu in Chinese. 

The remarks by Clinton, a 
forceful advocate for a 
greater US focus on Asia, 
triggered a reprimand from 
China but heartened Abe's 
government which has 
counted on a united front 
with the United States.

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Law prohibiting sexual 
harassment in the workplace 
to be implemented on Aruba! 


The Aruba Parliament has 
begun deliberations on 
changes in our civil code. 
One of the changes has to do 
with the phenonemon of sex¬ 
ual harassment in the work¬ 
force. 

The law regarding sexual 
harassment will not distin¬ 
guish poor sexual behavior 
between male and female, yet 
most often it is the female 
who becomes the victim. The 
person who commits sexual 
harassment will be punish¬ 
able by law, however, there is 
a change in the direction of 
the employer. 

The new law states that 
the employer must ensure 
that the employee is not ex¬ 
posed to any kind of behavior 


or action that relates to their 
sex. The employer must en¬ 
sure that the dignity of the 
employee is never violated 
by an atmosphere of intimi¬ 
dation, hostility, or humilia¬ 
tion on the job. 

Reference is made to any 
type of verbal acts, or phys¬ 
ical acts with any sexual 
connotation. 

While there may be no 
type of guide to deal with 
sexual harassment on the 
job, the employer is advised 
to make a counselor avail¬ 
able, or to have an office 
where complaints can be 
registered. The consequence 
of sexual harassment makes 
the atmosphere on the job 
very difficult for the victim. 

The government’s goal 
with the introduction of this 
law is to try to avoid and pre¬ 
vent acts of this nature. 

Employees should be able 
to go to work everyday with¬ 
out the feeling that their 
honor or dignity will be vio¬ 
lated by a boss or colleague, 
simply to try and not lose 
their job. 

According to Minister 
Winklaar-Hooyboer, with the 
change in the law, the direc¬ 
tor of companies will be 
obliged to avoid all types of 
unpleasant behavior on the 
job. They must act as soon as 
a complaint is made.

New navy ship to arrive in Aruba’s port today! 


After a nice reception in Cura¬ 
cao the newest warship of the 
Dutch Royal Navy will arrive 
this morning in Aruba. Today 
sails the new station ship, 
HMS Friesland for the first 
time in the Oranjestad Harbor; 
a maritime historical event not 
to be missed. 

The brand new boat will be 
received between 8.30 and 
9.00 am with a military cere¬ 
mony. This is done with 21 
cannon shots. The salute will 
be partly fired in front of the 
Governor residence on the 
beach adjacent to the Wil- 
helmina Park 

At 9:00 a.m. the ship itself 
will fire the last cannon shots 
between the breakwaters in 
honor of the Governor of 
Aruba and the Dutch King¬ 
dom. Governor, FJ Refunjol, 
together with the Commandant 
of the Marine Savaneta Marine 
Camp, Lieutenant Colonel

Edwin Hofma, will be on the 
beach to receive the salute. An 
armed guard, provided by a 
platoon of the Marine Corps, 
will pay homage to the ship 
from the Wilhelmina Park. 
Navy’s 525 year 
This impressive ceremonial 
arrival is a naval tradition but 
this time has it has extra value 
because of another historical 


fact; the Royal Navy is cele¬ 
brating this year its 525 an¬ 
niversary. The theme of this 
celebration is innovation, 
which is additionally empha¬ 
sized in the Caribbean with the 
arrival of this latest naval ves¬ 
sel. 

Worldwide compatibility 

The HNLMS Friesland was 
officially placed in service by 


Minister Hennis-Plasschaert 
in late January and now it 
will start operating the 
Caribbean. The 108-meter 
long ship, one of four new 
Holland class Ocean Going 
Patrol Vessels, is used 
worldwide for various tasks: 
from coastguard tasks, dis¬ 
aster relief, anti-drug opera¬ 
tions to combating piracy. In 
the next four months the 
Friesland will serve in the 
Caribbean as a station ship 
for the Royal Navy and the 
Caribbean Coast Guard. 
Duties in Caribbean 
The ship and crew are 
ready for their duties as station 
ship for the Caribbean. On 
their journey here, the crew re¬ 
ceived an intensive training in 
order to be well prepared for 
the tasks in the field of human¬ 
itarian aid. The patrol ship is 
also well-equipped to combat 
illegal practices at sea. 


The Friesland will have a 
‘Law Enforcement Detach¬ 
ment (LEDET) from the U.S. 
Coast Guard on board for 
counter drugs matters outside 
the territorial waters. A Coast 
Guard boarding team will take 
care for operations within the 
territorial waters. A marine 
team of the Friesland will en¬ 
sure security of the coastguard 
and staff when boarding a ship. 

The Friesland will sail dur¬ 
ing these days under the com¬ 
mand of the Caribbean Coast 
Guard and will patrol within 
the territorial waters of the 
Kingdom Islands to ensure 
safety at sea. The crew consists 
of 55 persons, but can be ex¬ 
tended with specialists to a 
maximum of 90 heads. The 
Friesland has 2 FRISC type 
speed vessels and is equipped 
with a Belgian Alouette heli¬ 
copter.

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US wine exports hit 
record $1.4 bn in 2012 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
wine exports uncorked a 
record year in 2012, bringing 
in $1.43 billion in revenues 
as demand grew in Germany, 
Sweden, Japan and China, 
the Wine Institute said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Wine exports — 90 percent 
from California — rose by 2.6 
percent, the third year in a 
row of increases, said the San 
Francisco-based institute, 
which represents the Califor¬ 
nia wine industry. 

Volume shipments reached 
424.6 million liters, or 112.2 
million cases, last year, a 
slight slowdown from 2011 
shipments of 425.5 million 
liters (47.3 million cases). 


"California wine 
exports continue to in¬ 
crease because of our 
quality, diversity and 
value, despite a highly 
competitive global 
market, significant 
trade barriers and a 
still recovering econ¬ 
omy,” Robert Koch, 
the institute's president 
and chief executive, 
said in a statement. 

"We've worked to 
create more opportuni¬ 
ties to export our 
wines by supporting 
our government in 
opening markets with free- 
trade agreements and other 
negotiations,” Koch said. 

The 27-country European 
Union was the top market for 
California wines, with sales 
rising 1.7 percent to $485 
million, the San Francisco- 
based Wine Institute said. 

Exports to Germany were 
up 6 percent from 2011, and 
14 percent to Sweden, where 
sales were mostly red wine. 

In Britain, California wine 
exports grew by 2.8 percent 
in value while France, Italy, 
Spain, Australia, Chile and 
South Africa all lost ground, 
said John McLaren, the insti¬ 
tute's director for the United 
Kingdom.

Obama jabs Republicans over 
tax cuts for rich 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama on 
Thursday said the only thing 
keeping Republicans together 
was a desire to shield the rich 
from higher taxes, in a new 
jab over an imminent budget 
confrontation. 

Obama is mounting a full 
bore campaign push to heap 
blame on Republicans over a 
multi-billion dollar package 
of automatic spending cuts 
due to hammer the US econ¬ 
omy on March 1. 


The president wants to re¬ 
place the cuts with a balanced 
set of spending cuts and rev¬ 
enue hikes obtained by closing 
tax loopholes, but Republicans 
in Congress are resisting the 
idea of higher taxes. 

"My sense is that their 
basic view is that nothing is 
important enough to raise 
taxes on wealthy individuals 
or corporations,” Obama 
said, adding that Republicans 
prefer spending cuts even 
though they could slow eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

"That's the thing that binds 
their party together at this 
point,” the president told the 
liberal A1 Sharpton radio 
show. 

"I think Republicans right 
now have been so dug in on 
this notion of never raising 
taxes that it becomes difficult 
for them to see an obvious an¬ 
swer right in front of them.” 


Republicans, who lost a 
previous showdown with 
Obama over raising tax rates 
for the rich, say the debate 
over hiking taxes is closed. 

They say they are willing 
to close loopholes, but only 
in the context of a sweeping 
reform of the tax code, and 
maintain that Obama wants 
to use proceeds from any im¬ 
mediate revenue rises to hike 
government spending. 

As time runs out before 
the so-called "sequester” cuts 
hit, Obama called Republican 
Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell and House 
Speaker John Boehner 
Wednesday, though the 
White House gave no details 
of the talks. 

Cuts due on March 1 
would slash defense spending 
by $55 billion and non-de¬ 
fense discretionary spending 
by $27 billion this year. 


Biden warns anti-gun control lawmakers 
US is ’with us’ 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Just 
miles from the site of the 
Newtown school massacre, 
Vice President Joe Biden 
warned Thursday that US 
politicians would pay a price 
if they refuse to back meas¬ 
ures to stem gun violence. 

Biden said in Danbury, 
Connecticut that there had 
been a change in American 
politics which made it less 
risky for lawmakers to back 
the kind of legislation the 
White House is pushing Con¬ 
gress to pass. 

"What I say to my col¬ 
leagues who will watch this 
and listen to this, I say to you 
if you're concerned about 
your political survival, you 
should be concerned about 
the survival of our children,” 
Biden said. 


"And guess what? I be¬ 
lieve the price to be paid po¬ 
litically will be to those who 
refuse to act, who refuse to 
step forward, because Amer¬ 
ica has changed on this 
issue,” Biden said. 

"You should all know the 
American people are with us. 
You should all know there's a 
moral price to be paid for in¬ 


action,” said Biden, speaking 
only 10 miles (16 kilometers) 
from Newtown. 

Biden has led the adminis¬ 
tration's effort to frame a plan 
to cut down on gun violence 
since America was left reel¬ 
ing from the horrific killings 
of 20 children and six adults 
by a gunman in Newtown in 
December.

20 killed as bomb blasts hit 
India's Hyderabad 


Ex-priest pedophile 
found hanging in 
Bolivia 



HYDERABAD (AFP) - At 
least 20 people were killed and 
more than 50 wounded when 
bombs ripped through a 
crowded suburb of the Indian 
city of Hyderabad on Thursday 
in what police called an act of 
terrorism. 

Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh vowed punishment of 
those responsible for the ’’das¬ 
tardly act”, which came with 
the nation on alert after the re¬ 
cent hanging of a separatist un¬ 
leashed protests in the 
Muslim-majority region of 
Kashmir. 

The bombs targeted a 
mainly Hindu district in Hy¬ 
derabad, a southern hub of 
India’s computing industry 


which has a large Muslim pop¬ 
ulation. The Australian and In¬ 
dian cricket teams are due to 
play there in a match starting 
on March 2. 

Doctors struggled to treat a 
stream of wounded victims as 
bloodied patients lay on 
stretchers at nearby hospitals 
and anguished relatives clam¬ 
oured for news of their loved 
ones, an AFP photographer 
saw. 

At least two devices went 
off in the evening explosions, 
and bomb-disposal experts 
were trying to defuse three 
more unexploded devices, po¬ 
lice said. 

Twenty people died in the 
attack and 54 people were

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - Doctors for ailing Venezuelan 
leader Hugo Chavez refused to let Bolivian President 
Evo Morales see his close ally when he went to Caracas 
this week, Morales said. The Bolivian president made a 
special stopover in Caracas on his way to meetings at 
the UN headquarters in New York. Chavez returned to 
Venezuela on Monday after several rounds of cancer sur¬ 
gery in Cuba. Widespread fears have been expressed for 
the life of the radical Latin American leader. Morales, 
Chavez and Cuba's veteran leader Fidel Castro, who 
stood down in 2006 for health reasons, have formed a 
radical alliance in Latin America, strongly critical of the 
United States.

Foreign Secretary Ranjan 
Mathai, the top civil servant in 
India's external affairs ministry, 
said the culprits were not 
known but did not rule out for¬ 
eign involvement. 

The foreign secretary 
avoided direct criticism of nu¬ 
clear-armed rival Pakistan, 
which New Delhi blamed for 
the 2008 Mumbai attacks in 
which 166 people were killed 
when Pakistani-born gunmen 
laid siege to the city. 

Hyderabad police said there 
had been three explosions, but 
Home Minister Sushil Kumar 
Shinde said he could only con¬ 
firm two. 

He said Indian authorities 
had received "intelligence in¬ 
puts in the (recent) days about 
the possibility of attacks and 
this information was shared 
with other states”. 

Police said the blasts went 
off in quick succession. 

While Hindus form the ma¬ 
jority of the population in Hy¬ 
derabad, one of India's largest 
and most historic cities, there is 
a large community of Muslims 
living in the old quarter. 


LA PAZ (AFP) - A former 
Catholic priest convicted of 
abusing children was found 
dead hanging in his home in 
Bolivia, police said Thursday. 

Eduardo Revich was found 
guilty of abusing 18 children 
and sentenced to 15 years 
prison in April 2011. He was 
serving his sentence under 
house arrest as he appealed the 
ruling. 

Revich was found hanging in 
the town of Tarabuco, said Mario 
Moyano, the head of police for 


the Chuquisaca region. "One of 
the first theories is that he took 
his own life,” Moyano said. 

Revich had been sentenced 
for abusing the minors when 
he headed a Catholic charity 
center for poor youths and in¬ 
fants between 2002 and 2007. 

After the charges were filed 
the Church closed down the 
youth center and suspended 
Revich. 

According to the Catholic 
radio station Fides, Revich was 
facing new abuse charges. 


UN rejects Haiti 
cholera damages claim 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United Nations on Thurs¬ 
day formally rejected massive 
damages claims made by 
lawyers after UN peacekeepers 
were accused of introducing a 
cholera epidemic to Haiti. 

About 8,000 people have 
died in the epidemic but UN 
spokesman Martin Nesirky 
said the global body had told 
lawyers the damages claim was 
"non-receivable” under a 1946 
convention laying out the UN's 
immunities for its actions. 


Certain health experts have 
said the cholera epidemic, 
which erupted in late 2010, was 
introduced to Haiti by Nepalese 
peacekeepers. The United Na¬ 
tions has never acknowledged 
responsibility, insisting it was 
impossible to pinpoint blame 
definitively. 

Lawyers for the families of 
some of the dead and the 
635,000 people estimated to 
have been made sick by the 
cholera had predicted a dam¬ 
ages award could cost the UN 
more than one billion dollars. 


Haiti's ex-dictator' 
Duvalier a no-show 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP)- 
Former Haitian dictator Jean- 
Claude "Baby Doc” Duvalier 
failed to appear in court on 
Thursday to hear whether he 
will face charges over human 
rights abuses. 

Lawyers acting for alleged 
victims of Duvalier's regime 
had hoped the judge in Thurs¬ 
day's appeal court hearing 
would rule on whether the for¬ 
mer leader can be prosecuted 
for alleged human rights 
abuses during his 15-year rule. 

"It was a golden opportunity 
to hold an historic trial and the 
fact of going to the Court of 
Cassation will only prolong 
the delay,” complained Jean- 
Joseph Exume, who is acting 
for the plaintiffs. 

A Haitian court decided last 
year that too much time had 
passed for Duvalier to be 



charged with crimes against 
humanity, which are protected 
by a statute of limitations. His 
alleged victims have appealed 
that decision. 

Former opposition figures 
have accused him of deploy¬ 
ing the feared Tonton Macoute 
militia and of complicity in

murder, torture and kidnap¬ 
ping. 

Duvalier was the world's 
youngest head of state when, 
at the age of just 19, he suc¬ 
ceeded his late autocratic fa¬ 
ther Francois "Papa Doc” in 
1971. He was overthrown in a 
popular revolt in 1986 and fled 
to France. 

He returned to Haiti two 
years ago after 25 years in 
exile. 

Duvalier had initially been 
scheduled to appear in court 
on February 7, but failed to 
show up and instead sent a let¬ 
ter accusing the judge of tak¬ 
ing the plaintiffs side and 
asking for the hearing to be 
postponed. 

He objected to the original 
hearing date because it was the 
anniversary of the 1986 day 
when he was overthrown.

Police said a 54-year-old 
man was arrested on Wednes¬ 
day, and he was named by the 
BBC and the online Times of 
Israel newspaper as Rabbi 
Chaim Halpern, who leads a 
synagogue in Golders Green 
in north London. 

Halpern has been accused in 
recent months of sexually 
abusing women in marriage 
counselling sessions, which he 
denies, according to The Jew- 

Lifelike ears 
3D printing 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers said they had engi¬ 
neered artificial human ears 
that look and act like the real 
thing thanks to 3D printing, 
giving hope to patients missing 
all or part of their ears. 

The new ears, practically 
identical to human ones, could 
provide the solution long 
sought by reconstructive sur¬ 
geons to treat thousands of 
children bom with the congen¬ 
ital deformity microtia, along 
with those who suffered ear 
loss to cancer or in an accident. 

In a study published online 
in the PLOS ONE journal, 
Cornell biomedical engineers 
and Weill Cornell Medical 
College physicians said the 
flexible ears grew cartilage 
over three months to replace 
the collagen used to mold 
them. 

A high-density, injectable 
gel made of living cells helped 
fill the mold. Once the mold

for rape 

victims 

BERLIN (AFP) - The Ger¬ 
man Catholic Church ruled 
Thursday that the use of the 
morning-after pill was ac¬ 
ceptable in certain cases for 
rape victims. 

The German Bishops' 
Conference said in a press 
statement that rape victims 
treated in Catholic hospitals 
should "of course receive hu¬ 
mane, medical, psychological 
and pastoral care." 

"The administration of a 
'morning-after pill' can be 
part of this so long as it has a 
preventative and not an 
abortive effect," added the 
bishops. 

They specified: "Medical- 
pharmaceutical methods, 
which result in the death of 
an embryo, should continue 
not to be used." 

German bishops said after 
a meeting in the western city 
of Trier that they trusted 
Catholic institutions to take 
the correct medical decisions 
"on the basis of this moral 
and theological guideline." 

"In every case, the deci¬ 
sion of the woman concerned 
must be respected," added the 
statement. 

The bishops were consid¬ 
ering the issue after a woman 
who had been raped was 
turned away by two Catholic 
hospitals in the western city 
of Cologne. 

The Catholic Church is 
fundamentally opposed to 
contraception or abortion.

Bollywood star urges 
'immediate' change for 
women 



NEW DELHI (AFP)-Bolly¬ 
wood star and former Miss 
World Aishwarya Rai 
Bachchan has called for "im¬ 
mediate" action to protect 
women in India following the 
fatal gang-rape of a student 
that horrified the country. 

The vicious attack by a 
group of drunken men on a 23- 
year-old medical student in 
New Delhi two months ago in 
which she was raped and as¬ 
saulted with an iron bar 
sparked outrage in India. 

The appeal by the star of 
dozens of movies comes as In¬ 
dian lawmakers are due to take 
up new measures to signifi¬ 
cantly tighten laws on sexual 
assault against women. 

The 39-year-old actress — 
one of India's best-known 
faces at home and abroad — 
voiced anger over the situation 
of women in the country. 


"There should be definite 
laws for offenders. They 
should be punished immedi¬ 
ately. That is when we will see 
the change in society," said Rai 
Bachchan, who spoke Wednes¬ 
day in New Delhi where she 
attended an awards ceremony. 

Though gang-rapes and sex¬ 
ual harassment are common¬ 
place in India, the case of the 
student who died of massive 
internal injures touched a 
nerve, leading to an outpour¬ 
ing of criticism about treat¬ 
ment of women in Indian 
society. 

"I don't feel fear. Rather 
there is a lot of anger and I 
don't hesitate to say this. Many 
of us are privileged to have a 
lot of assurance about our 
safety but most of the women 
in our country do not have 
that," Rai Bachchan said.

CHICAGO (AFP) - A mas¬ 
sive winter storm blanketed 
much of the central United 
States Thursday and looked 
set to keep dumping heavy 
snow, sleet and freezing rain 
for days as it makes its way 
slowly towards the east coast. 

The National Weather 
service reported that as much 
as 15 inches (38 centimeters) 
of snow had fallen in parts of 
Colorado and New Mexico 
by Thursday morning and 
warned that many areas 
would get at least a foot (30 
centimeters) by the time the 
slow-moving storm passed. 



Those living on the south¬ 
ern end of the storm were 
faced with a dangerous mix of 
freezing rain and sleet and 
Arkansas was on an ice storm 
warning. 

"Heavy snow along with 
some blowing and drifting 
snow will result in very poor 
visibility at times and cause 
snow packed and treacherous 
driving conditions," the 
weather service warned. 

"The most significant ice 
accumulations are expected 
on trees, power lines and un¬ 
treated highways."

Global tablet sales up 78% 
in 2012: survey 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
global market for tablet com¬ 
puters surged 78.4 percent last 
year, with 128 million of the 
devices shipped, a survey 
showed Thursday. 

Research firm IDC said 
tablets made up 10.7 percent 
of the global market last year 
for "smart connected devices," 
which include smartphones, 
and portable and desktop PCs. 

Overall, the market for 
these devices grew 29 percent 
to 1.2 billion, according to 
IDC, with growth in tablets 
and smartphones — which saw 
a 46 percent rise — offsetting 
declines in PC sales. 

Although tablet sales siz¬ 
zled, they have not yet 
eclipsed sales of traditional 
PCs yet, the figures showed. 
Some analysts say that could 
happen in the next year or two. 

IDC data showed a 3.4 per¬ 
cent drop in portable PC sales 
to 202 million and a 4.1 per¬ 
cent decline in desktop PC 
sales to 148.4 million. 

These were dwarfed by the 


722 million smartphones sold 
last year, a figure which was 
previously released. 

Smartphones and tablets are 
growing at a pace that PCs 
cannot keep up with, said IDC 
analyst Ryan Reith. 

In the overall market for 
connected devices, Samsung 
rose to the top position with at 
least 20 percent of the market 
in each category, and an over¬ 
all market share of 20.8 per¬ 
cent, overtaking last year’s 
leader Apple. 

Apple held 18.2 percent of 
the market for 2012, up from 
16.3 percent in 2011. The 
maker of the iPhone and iPad 
saw 44 percent growth for the 
year but was unable to keep 
pace with South Korea's Sam¬ 
sung, which more than dou¬ 
bled its sales. 

The number three company 
was China-based Lenovo with 
a 6.5 percent market share in 
all devices, followed by US- 
based Hewlett-Packard (4.8 
percent) and Dell (3.2 per¬ 
cent).

Walmart raises dividend 
as profits rise 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Global 
retailing giant Walmart Thurs¬ 
day announced increased quar¬ 
terly profits and a higher 
dividend, even as it pointed to 
some US and foreign chal¬ 
lenges in the near term. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. re¬ 
ported net income of $5.6 bil¬ 
lion in the fiscal fourth quarter 
ended January 31, up 8.6 per¬ 
cent from the year-ago period. 

Revenues rose 3.9 percent 
from the year-ago period to 
$127.9 billion. 

The world's largest retailer 
raised its fiscal 2014 dividend 
by 18 percent to $1.88 a share, 
compared with $1.59 paid dur¬ 
ing fiscal year 2013. 

Investors smiled on the re¬ 
port, sending shares 2.8 percent 
higher on a day in which the 
equity markets fell. 

The profits came in above 
analyst forecasts, but a research 
note by Deutsche Bank ob¬ 
served that the earnings quality 
was "low" because much of the 
upside came from an unusually 
low tax rate in the quarter. 

The company said it had 
benefited in the fourth quarter 
from a lower-than-expected ef¬ 
fective tax rate, which fell to 
27.7 percent from 30.9 percent 
a year earlier. 

On a conference call, Wal¬ 
mart chief financial officer 
Charles Holley said the ex¬ 
pected tax rate for fiscal 2014 
will range between 32 and 33 
percent. 

Walmart also cautioned that 
February 2013 sales in the US 
have "started slower than 
planned, due, in large part, to 
the delay in income tax re¬ 
funds," said Walmart US pres¬ 
ident Bill Simon. 
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Simon said activity had 
picked up late last week. Still, 
the company forecasted "around 
flat" US comparable-store sales 
for the current quarter. 

The Bentonville, Arkansas- 
based company forecasted 
more growth for 2014, with 
earnings per share in the $5.20- 
$5.40 range compared with 
$5.02 last year. 

Walmart executives said the 
performance in its US and 
Sam's Club stores was gener¬ 
ally strong, but flagged interna¬ 
tional operations as an area that 
needed improvement. 

International sales rose 6.9 
percent year-over-year to $37.9 
billion. Yet Doug McMillon, 
president and chief executive 
of Walmart International, char¬ 
acterized the result as "disap¬ 
pointing" compared with 
expectations. 

The company slowed the 
pace of opening new stores in 
Mexico, China and Brazil. 
Also, comparable store sales 
were weak in some developed 
markets, including Britain, 
Canada and Japan, McMillon 
said.

FONDON (AFP) - Global oil 
prices slid Thursday as traders 
worried over poor economic 
data, a potential end to US 
stimulus measures, and signs 
of weaker-than-expected 
American crude demand, ana¬ 
lysts said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in April fell $1.57 to 
$114.03 a barrel in late after¬ 
noon deals in Fondon. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for April 
tumbled $2.20 to $93.02 per 
barrel. 

The market accelerated ear¬ 
lier losses after downbeat re¬ 
ports on US jobs and European 
business activity which com¬ 
pounded concerns about flag¬ 
ging global demand for energy. 

The US government's Fabor 
Department said initial jobless 
claims rose to 362,000 in the 
week ending February 16, 
more than the analyst estimate 
of 358,000. 

Oil was already falling after 
minutes from the Federal Re¬ 
serve's most recent meeting 
showed some members in 
favour of cutting short the $85 
billion-a-month bond-buying 
spree introduced last year to 
support the world's biggest 
economy. 

The news, combined with 
speculation over a massive 
sell-off by an unnamed invest¬ 
ment fund, had sent crude fu¬ 
tures plunging by about $2 on 
Wednesday. 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Some 30,000 to 40,000 people gath¬ 
ered in Brussels' city centre Thursday in a protest 
against austerity called by the country's three major 
trade unions. Among the protesters -- estimated by po¬ 
lice at 30,000 and by organisers at 40,000 -- were workers 
facing lay-offs from a Ford auto plant in Genk and an 
ArcelorMittal facility in Liege. "Pensioners, the unem¬ 
ployed and the sick don't even have the minimum 
needed to be able to adjust their revenues," said CSC 
trade union leader Claude Rolin. The trade unions were 
protesting against the government's decision to freeze 
wages as well social welfare payments and the minimum 
wage. Although unions did not call a general strike, pub¬ 
lic transport was snarled both in the Flemish-speaking 
north and French-speaking south. Buses were badly hit 
in Brussels but trams and the underground rail system 
were running at 75 to 80 percent during the morning 
rush-hour.

Mobile users call on 
Obama to defend 
'jailbreaking 1 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House will soon have to 
dial in a response to a petition 
asking that mobile phone users 
be allowed to switch locked de¬ 
vices to new carriers, a process 
known as "jailbreaking." 

An obscure official's deci¬ 
sion that the "jailbreaking" of 
phones violates US copyright 
law has generated a flurry of 
protests from civil liberties and 
digital rights activists. 

A petition submitted to the 
White House generated more 
than 100,000 signatures as of 
Thursday, passing the thresh¬ 
old for a required response 
from the administration of 
President Barack Obama. 

The issue arose from a ruling 
by the Librarian of Congress 
stating that those who circum¬ 
vent the software protecting a 
mobile phone locked to a sin¬ 
gle carrier would no longer be 
exempt from copyright law as 
of January 26. 

The decision could affect the 
widespread practice of "jail¬ 
breaking," or freeing a device 
sold by one carrier to be used 
on another, or while travelling 
overseas. 

As a result, said the petition 
submitted to the White House 
website, "consumers will be 


forced to pay exorbitant roam¬ 
ing fees to make calls while 
traveling abroad. It reduces 
consumer choice, and de¬ 
creases the resale value of de¬ 
vices that consumers have paid 
for in full." 

"We ask that the White 
House ask the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress to rescind this decision, 
and failing that, champion a bill 
that makes unlocking perma¬ 
nently legal," the petition states. 

Mitch Stoltz of the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation said the 
issue remains complex, and that 
while it does not make people 
who unlock phones criminals, it 
opens the door to potential law¬ 
suits. 

Stoltz said the law, known as 
the Digital Millennium Copy¬ 
right Act, should be updated to 
fix the problem. 

"The law was supposed to 
protect creative works, but it's 
often been misused by electron¬ 
ics makers to block competition 
and kill markets for used 
goods," he said. 

"And no creative work is in¬ 
volved here: Wireless carriers 
aren't worried about 'piracy' of 
the software on their phones, 
they're worried about people re¬ 
selling subsidized phones at a 
profit." 
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PORTO (AFP) - A handout picture taken and released on 
February 20,2013 by the Portuguese police shows coun¬ 
terfeit banknotes seized by police in Porto.

'Musty' 85th Academy Awards 
rebranded as 'The Oscars' 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - They 
are the 85th Academy Awards, 
the climax of Hollywood’s 
awards season, this coming 
weekend — except officially 
they're not. This year, they've 
been rebranded to "The Os¬ 
cars." 

The Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences 
(AMPAS), which organizes 
Tinseltown's biggest awards, 
did not confirm the change re¬ 
vealed by show co-producer 
Neil Meron, who said "85th 
Academy Awards" was too 
"musty." 

But it seems it's true, for 
this year at least: references to 
Academy Awards and that it's 
the 85th show — a significant 
anniversary, one might have 
thought — quietly disappeared 
from official AMPAS materi¬ 
als a few weeks ago. 

"We're rebranding it," 
Meron told entertainment 
news website The Wrap in an 


interview with co-producer 
Craig Zadan this week, days 
before Hollywood's finest take 
to the red carpet at the Dolby 
Theatre on Sunday. 

"We're not calling it 'The 
85th annual Academy 
Awards,' which keeps it mired 
somewhat in a musty way. It's 
called 'The Oscars'," he said, 
adding that he believed the 
new approach would continue 
in years to come. 

An AMPAS spokeswoman 
declined to confirm the 
change, but said: "We use 
Academy Awards and the Os¬ 
cars interchangeably. We'll 
begin considering next year's 
marketing campaign in the 
spring." 

Last year's Oscars poster 
was quite clearly emblazoned 
with "The 84th Academy 
Awards." This year's shows a 
picture of smiling host Seth 
MacFarlane under "The Os¬ 
cars," in gold. 


The Oscars organizers are 
widely understood to be target¬ 
ing a younger audience for 
their annual show — and "Fam¬ 
ily Guy" creator MacFarlane 
could be part of that strategy. 

Two years ago a clear get- 
the-young-viewers ploy, with 
actors James Franco and Anne 
Hathaway jointly fronting the 
show, was widely criticized, 
with Franco's wooden perform¬ 
ance drawing particular scorn. 

Last year Eddie Murphy 
was initially set to host but 
pulled out at the last minute 
after an embarrassing gay slur 
row involving one of the pro¬ 
ducers, and the Academy fell 
back on veteran Billy Crystal, 
who hosted for a ninth time.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Big 
Bird is back as a player in big 
time US politics. 

Mitt Romney wanted to get 
rid of him, but after a reprieve 
following the Republican's 
election defeat, the towering 
Sesame Street puppet has 
signed up to endorse First 
Lady Michelle Obama's nutri¬ 
tion and fitness campaign. 

The fluffy yellow character 
known to generations of US 
kids is seen jogging in the East 
Room of the White House and 
checking out a bowl of fruit 
and vegetables in the presiden¬ 
tial kitchen in two new public 
service ads. 

"Gee, I bet you could get 
just anything you want in this 
kitchen," Bird Bid said in one 
of the ads, before remarking 
"those look good" when the 
First Lady points out some 
crunchy vegetables. 

The ads will be distributed 
to 320 public broadcasting sta¬ 
tions as part of the First Lady's 
"Let's Move!" campaign which 
is designed to fight obesity and 
improve the diets and health of 
American kids. 


The First Lady will kick off 
a national tour next week to 
mark the three year anniversary 
of the program. 

"Eating healthy is easy and 
it's fun and delicious too," 
Michelle Obama says in one of 
the ads. 

The use of Big Bird may be 
seen as one last jab at Romney 
by the Obamas after the fa¬ 
mous Muppet emerged as a 
punch line during last year's 
presidential election. 

Romney said in a debate in 
Denver that he liked Big Bird 
but pledged to cut a govern¬ 
ment subsidy for public televi¬ 
sion where he appears, as part 
of efforts to trim the deficit. 

President Barack Obama's 
team seized on the remark to 
ridicule Romney after the pres¬ 
ident badly wobbled in the de¬ 
bate. 

"Mitt Romney knows it's 
not Wall Street you have to 
worry about, it's Sesame 
Street," one Obama ad said, 
jokingly describing Big Bird as 
an "evil genius" towering over 
financial felons like Ken Lay 
and Bemie Madoff.

Pele ready 
to cut back 
after hip op 
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SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil¬ 
ian legend Pele is preparing to 
start limiting his professional 
schedule of engagements as 
the 72-year-old gets over hip 
replacement surgery, O Estado 
de Sao Paulo daily reported on 
Thursday. 

Pele, bom Edson Arantes do 
Nascimento, has spent as 
much as six months a year on 
commercial activities but is 
ready to cut that back exten¬ 
sively from 2016 - the year 
Rio will stage South America's 
first Olympics. 

He recently allowed the 
Legends 10 LLC agency to 
represent him exclusively for 
endorsement and product li¬ 
censing and also personal ap¬ 
pearances. 

"With Legends, we shall 
progressively rein in Pele's 
travelling programme. Before, 
he would spend on average 
180 days abroad a year. In the 
first year of this new agree¬ 
ment I have managed to bring 
that down to 83 days," Jose 
Fomos Rodrigues, a veteran of 
45 years representing Pele, 
told the paper. 

Pele will before then play 
an active role as Brazil's hon¬ 
orary ambassador of football 
for the 2014 World Cup, 
which the five-times champi¬ 
ons will be hosting for the first 
time since 1950. 

The former Santos and New 
York Cosmos star netted twice 
in Brazil's first final win over 
hosts Sweden in 1958 as a 
teenager then scored again in 
the 1970 final thrashing of 
Italy in Mexico. 

On Wednesday, Pele, whose 
views still carry weight among 
fans, criticised the showings 
of youngster Neymar and ex¬ 
pressed fears his country will 
not do well at next year's 
World Cup on home soil. 

He said that the current 
team "has no structure, no har¬ 
mony." 


Tennis: Serena, Azarenka 
penalised for late Dubai 
pullouts 


Football: Gamas fixed 
in Spain claims league 
official 


DUBAI (AFP) - Serena 
Williams, the world number 
one, and Victoria Azarenka, the 
only unbeaten leading player 
on the women's tour this year, 
have been penalised for their 
late withdrawals from the 
Dubai Open. 

Williams, who had a bad 
back and withdrew on Wednes¬ 
day, has had $50,000 forfeited 
from the WTA's bonus pool, 
and zero points imposed for 
one tournament on her world 
ranking calculation. 

Azarenka, who had a 
bruised heel and withdrew on 


Monday, had $100,000 for¬ 
feited from the WTA's bonus 
pool and zero points imposed 
for one tournament on her 
rankings calculation. 

Azarenka's stronger punish¬ 
ment reflects the fact that hers 
was the second successive 
time she had pulled out from 
the Dubai Open after the entry 
deadline. 

Tournament Director Salah 
Tahlak said: "I had a confer¬ 
ence call with the WTA in 
Florida and they are taking ac¬ 
tion against Azarenka, relating 
to her second successive with¬ 
drawal. There is also action 
against Williams. 

The incidents are a setback 
for the WTA Roadmap's cam¬ 
paign to reduce the number of 
player withdrawals, something 
it appears to have done suc¬ 
cessfully over the past three 
years. 

The situation was further 
complicated by the fact that 
Dubai Duty Free, the sponsors 
of the Dubai Open, are also 
sponsors of the WTA tour. 

The forfeitures however 
seem of little financial conse¬ 
quence when the bonus pool 
total is as much as $4,900,000, 
and when these two players 
also earn many millions of dol¬ 
lars a year from prize money 
and sponsorships. 

The zero points imposed is 
also unlikely to have much, if 
any, adverse effect on the rank¬ 
ing of either, when calculated 
alongside their many suc¬ 
cesses. 

Williams, who took over from 
Azarenka as world number one 
on Monday, became sure of 
keeping the top spot at least until 
the start of April as soon as the 
Belamsian withdrew. 


MADRID (AFP) - Vice- 
president of the Spanish Pro¬ 
fessional League Javier Tebas 
has claimed games in Spain 
have been fixed. 

Tebas' claims come just 
weeks after an Europol inves¬ 
tigation cited 680 fixed 
matches across the world, 
none of which took place in 
Spain. 

However, Tebas said 
Thursday he believes the 
problems in Spain are more 
closely linked to ensuring re¬ 
sults towards the end of the 
season than with the gam¬ 
bling syndicates highlighted 
by the Europol investigation. 

"Yes, there have been 
games fixed in Spain and you 
know it too," he told the Ca- 
dena Cope radio station. "We 
cannot deny the fact it is very 
serious. It is a minority, but 
very serious. 

"In Spain the fix is not 
linked to betting, but to the 
standings at the end of the 
season. It could have been 
just two or three games, but 
they are important." 

Tebas even went as far to 
say he had spoken to a player 
who had been approached 


about fixing games. 

"Players or directors will 
tell you, but they don't want 
to go to court. A player in the 
First Division has told me 
and we don’t have to deny 
that it exists. 

"An important informant 
told me that a teammate of 
his had told him there had 
been fixed matches. 

"Whoever we catch fixing 
games will go to jail." 

Tebas also addressed the 
perilous financial position of 
a number of Spanish clubs 
and believes Deportivo la 
Coruna could go out of busi¬ 
ness if they get relegated this 
season. 

The Galicians are currently 
bottom of the table, eight 
points from safety, and en¬ 
tered administration in Janu¬ 
ary. 

"In a few months or a year 
a club could disappear. I see 
two clubs in a very difficult 
situation. 

"Deportivo could be a can¬ 
didate in two or three years if 
they don't fix their debt. A 
debt in the First Division you 
can maintain but if you go 
down it is more difficult."

Wozniacki will tackle Petra 
Kvitova for a place in the final 
after the 2011 Wimbledon 
champion underlined her new 
status as the unofficial tourna¬ 
ment favourite by ending the 
title defence of Agnieszka Rad- 
wanska. 

The Czech Republic player 
again showed that she is in her 
best form since winning her 
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only Grand Slam title 
19 months ago, out- 
hitting and out-serving 
the third-seeded Pole, 

6-2, 6-4. 

It followed her vic¬ 
tory over former 
French Open cham¬ 
pion Ana Ivanovic on 
Wednesday — and her 
near-success against 
Serena Williams last 
week in Qatar — and 
was her best win in 15 
months. 

Roberta Vinci and 
Sara Errani, the world's top 
doubles pair, will put their 
lifelong friendship to one side 
on Friday when they clash in 
the other semi-final. 

Vinci, who had accounted 
for one former Grand Slam 
winner and one seeded player 
already, beat the seventh- 
seeded former US Open 
champion, Samantha Stosur 


6-2, 6-4 to reach the last four. 

Errani, who had played one 
long three-set match already, 
had another, beating Nadia 
Petrova, the former world 
number three from Russia, 6- 
4, 0-6, 6-3. 

Vinci said it would be like 
"playing my sister," and Errani 
pointed out how strange it might 
feel as they spend about 300 
days together during the year. 



PARIS (AFP) - A last-gasp goal from Mousa Dembele 
booked English Premier League side Tottenham a place 
in the last 16 of the Europa League on Thursday as he 
rescued a 3-2 aggregate win over French hosts Lyon. 
Spurs, who now face Inter Milan, had won the opening 
encounter 2-1 but trailed for much of the match to a 17th- 
minute goal from Maxime Gonalons before a cracking 
drive from Dembele rescued the Londoners and saved 
them from an exit on away goals. Joining Spurs in the 
next round were fellow English travellers Newcastle, 
who thanked Shola Ameobi's third European goal of the 
season from the penalty spot for a 1-0 win at Metalist 
Kharkiv, the Ukrainians who held the Magpies to a goal¬ 
less stalemate on Tyneside last week.

Football: Barca defeat 
leaves La Liga questioned 


MADRID (AFP) - Following 
Barcelona's shock 2-0 defeat 
to AC Milan on Wednesday 
night, Spain has been left with 
the realistic threat of not hav¬ 
ing a team progress to the 
Champions League quarter-fi¬ 
nals for the first time in eight 
years. 

Goals from Kevin-Prince 
Boateng and Sulley Muntari 
gave the Italians an unexpect¬ 
edly healthy advantage to take 
to the Nou Camp in three 
weeks time and there was dis¬ 
may amongst the Spanish 
press on Thursday that the 
country's domination on the 
continent in recent years may 
be coming to an end. 

For once, the Barcelona 


sports dailies Sport and 
Mundo Deportivo agreed, 
with the former highlighting 
the 'worst Barca' and 'worst 
referee' as the causes for de¬ 
feat. 

And whilst there was some 
cause for complaint at Scottish 
referee Craig Thomson's deci¬ 
sion not to rule out Milan's 
first goal for handball and at 
the uneven San Siro playing 
surface, the most galling as¬ 
pect for most Barca players 
was that the team was essen¬ 
tially to blame. 

The feeling of deflation is 
not restricted to Catalonia, 
however, as all four of Spain's 
participants in the last-16 have 
failed to shine. 
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Lakers win one for ex-owner Buss 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers won in 
their first game since their 
long-time owner Jerry Buss 
died, beating their mighty ri¬ 
vals the Boston Celtics 113-99 
behind 24 points from Dwight 
Howard on Wednesday. 

Howard also had 12 re¬ 
bounds and Kobe Bryant fin¬ 
ished with 16 points and seven 
assists as the Lakers celebrated 
their bittersweet victory over 
the Celtics, whom they have 
met 12 times in the NBA fi¬ 
nals. 

"It was personally very im¬ 
portant,” Bryant said of 
Wednesday’s victory. ”1 know 
how much it meant to him 
every time we played the 
Celtics so this was an impor¬ 
tant game.” 

The night of tributes to 
Buss, who was 80 years old, 
included a new memorial 
patch on the Lakers' uniforms 
with the initials ”JB”. A white 
board was placed outside the 
main entrance of Staples Cen¬ 
ter arena where fans could 
write sympathetic messages 
before heading into the game. 

Inside the arena there was a 
short video tribute to Buss — 
played on the giant screen be¬ 
fore the game — followed by a 
speech from Bryant and then a 
moment of silence. Buss died 
on Monday due to kidney fail¬ 
ure. 

"On Monday we lost who 


we all know to be the greatest 
owner in sports,” Bryant said. 
"He was a brilliant and incred¬ 
ible owner and an even better 
person with a great heart. 

"We were all spoiled by his 
vision and his drive to win 
year after year. 

"One thing we could always 
count on was the great Dr. 
Jerry Buss looking over this 
franchise from his box." 

Former Laker icon Magic 
Johnson said he hoped Buss's 
children do not try to unload 
the team. 

"He meant so much to me. 
His beautiful smile and warm 
heart," Johnson said. 

"His door was open to any¬ 
body. When you lose legends 
like Jerry Buss where do you 
go from here? I hope his kids 
keep the franchise in the Buss 
family because that is what 
their father would have 
wanted. I hope his kids never 
sell the team." 

Earl Clark had 14 points 
and 16 rebounds and Steve 
Nash finished with 14 points 
and seven assists for the Lak¬ 
ers, who have won 10 of their 
last 15 games. 

Nash now has 10,144 as¬ 
sists as he passed Johnson for 
sole possession of fourth place 
on the career list. 

Howard said he was starting 
to feel better on the court be¬ 
cause he is working on his 
conditioning. 


"I am playing with lot of en¬ 
ergy and doing the best I can 
on defence," Howard said. "I 
been trying to get in the best 
shape I can. I just want to get 
into better shape." 

Paul Pierce scored 26 points 
for Boston who have now lost 


two straight to begin a five- 
game western road trip. 

Boston dropped to 0-7 on 
the road against Western Con¬ 
ference opponents this season. 

Los Angeles led 36-27 after 
the first quarter and seized a 
64-55 lead at halftime before 


blowing the game open with a 
10-2 run to begin the third 
quarter. 

Clark finished off one burst 
of scoring with a dunk to make 
it 75-57. The Lakers biggest 
lead reached 22 points in the 
fourth quarter.
